ANSWER TO SIX AIONTHS IN A 
CONVENT.” 

It would be diflicult to point out in the 
whole range of history a single transac- 
tion, ull the circumstances under which 
it occurred considered, more unprovo- 
kediy atrocions, wicked and brutal, than 
the wanton and ruthless destruction of 
iho Ursuline Convent, at Charlestown, 
Mass., on the night of the 11th of Au- 
gust last. The first news of that out- 
rageous enormity Justly filled every bo- 
som, not absolutely callous to a sense of 
the rights and properties of civilized life^ 
with the most unqualified detestation for 
the perpetrators of the infernal tragedy; 
and for the honor of humanity we hope 
subsequent reflection has net diminished, 
in any virtuous, unprejudiced mind, the 
horror first spotaneously begotten. “Ar- 
son, robbery, sacrilege, murder — perpe- 
trated with the most shameless reckless- 
ness, the most brutal indifference qnd 
the most fiendlike deliberation” — ought 
never, cun never admit of palliation or 
e.xcusc. Thai in a country, distinguish- 
ed ull the world ever for the intelligence 
of its people, (he very existence of whose 
institutions is based on the general edu- 
cation of its citizens, eight defenceless 
and iinoflending ladies employed exclu- 
sively ia instructing the rising genera- 
tion and worshipping their God, with for- 
ty-seven helpless female children confi- 
ded to their care by the first families in 
the vicinity, for the solo purpose of acqui- 
ring useful knowledge, should be assailed 
and driS'en from their beds at midnight 
by the hideous yells, the stones, brick- 
bats and other missiles ot an infuriated 
mob, and be doomed immediately after 
tobahold the conflagration of the home 
from which they were forced by tbe tor- 
ches of the incendiary ruffians who had 
broken their slumbers — was an event 
that by ull ordinary calculation must for- 
ever hava wanted apologists.

such her incapacity for usefulness, that 
her request was unequivocally refused. 
After her clandestine departure from 
ninong them, she occupied herself in re- 
tailing scandal against those who had 
sheltered, clothed, fed and instructed her, 
and in composing her “Narrative:” and 
was more or less busy in the work of 
slander and detraction until the Convent 
was demolished. There can be little 
doubt that her charges and insinuations, 
the most heinous of which are suppressed 
in her book, were the great causes of 



that excitement against the establishment 
which ended in its destruction. She 
doubtless found fit held-mates for the cir- 
culation of her calumnious stories in that 
little knot of intolerant fanatics, who 
have aided her in issuing them in a tan 
gible shape; and their joint exertions 
were sufficient to produce the result so 
disgraceful to the hundred thousand in- 
habitants in full view of the scene.

Hence their new al- 
liance with Mr. Speaker Bell, of Tonnes 
see, under the shadow of Judge White’s 
name.

ings. 

It is true, that “to multiply and quicken 
the streams of intelligence until they 
should bear its blessing to all — 'o our 
embryo settlements and frontier popula- 
tion, ns well as the older communities of 
the Republic,” has been my principal 
ambition. If I have succeeded in accom- 
plishing this object, your faitliful services 
have contributed much to duty, and fond- 
ly- hope that the Government will duly 
appreciate them, and provide for you a 
more just and adequate compensation, 
placing the General Post Office upon the 
footing of other Executive Departments. 

I take leave with feelings of friendship 
for all of you, and w ith an ardent desire 
for your individual happiness and pros- 
perity. To the Chairman and Secretary 
of the meeting, I tendef my acknowledge- 
ments, and reciprocate most cordially the 
kind sentiments they have expressd.

MR. KENDALL. 

It has been announced by the Tele- 
graph, llml Major Barry, the Postmaster 
General, has taken his leave of the clerks 
in that oflTicc, previous to his journey to 
tlie west — and it lias been generally- said, 
Mr. Amos Kendall is to succeed him as 
Postmaste.- General. 'Hie newspapers 
throughout the country have been full of 
speculations upon this change, and they 
have not been very scrupulous in assert- 
ing that it has been brouglit about to aid 
in the elevation of Mr. Van Buren to the 
Presidency — and that Mr. Kendall is 
ready and willing to prostitute the w hole 
patronage and influence of the General 
Post Office, to such base electioneering 
purposes. 

We think this is doing Mr. Kendall be- 
fore hand, great injustice. We cannot 
believe, fora moment, that the people of 
lliis country arc in any danger from such 
abuse of power. All admit that Mr. 
Kendall lias talents and qualifications 
oqiial to the station, and possesses indus- 
try and business habits peculiarly w-cll 
fitted for the discharge of its arduous du- 
ties. 

Mr. Kendall is ns well aw-are as any 
other man can bo, of the violence witli 
which he has been assailed. He cannot 
be ignorant of this charge also. He has 
a character to maintain, if not to acquire, 
before the American people, which must 
be vastly more dear to him than the suc- 
cess of Mr. Vail Buren or any- other man, 
as well as a high and sacred duty to per- 
form to his country, by an honest dis- 
charge of the duties of the office, into 
which, as it is said, ho is about to enter. 
The fairest opportunity be could possiblv 
de.sirc, will now be presented to him, to 
refute, before the American people and 
the whole world, the charges that have 
been heaped upon him; and to repel tho 
suspicions that have been fostered against 
him.

But as many of our citizens would, 
perhaps, — as is ever the case in a popu- 
lation like ours, — of themselves do noth 
ing, unless directed, and the duty enjoin- 
ed on them by our corporate authorities, 
it surelv belongs to the city Ciuncil, as 
guardians of the public health, to act in 
this httfincs promptly and efiicieitly.

Some of the evils growing out oftliCj 
too comuion |)rnclicc of pu-ihing children 
through any branch of science fistnrlhan| 
they can he made to tinder.^^land it, may 
be inferred from what has been already 
said. One i.«, that they derive from it no 
other advantage than the mere gratifica- 
tion of being able to say, “I have studied 
it” whilst they feel inwardly chagrined 
from the consciousness that they have at 
best, hut a very superficial knowledge 
of detached parts; that they do not under- 
stand it 111 its cunneclion; lliat they are 
unable to make a practical application 
ofil to the business, for which it was in- 
tended in part to prepare them; and lliat 
they do not derive from it, any real ad-j 
vantage. 

Another and great evil is, that tlieyj 
are by such a course advanced to, and 
employed in the investigation of the most 
abstruce and ditiicult parts of a science, 
without having been properly instructed 
in the first princi;)lc.s; the consequence 
of whicll is, that with much labour, but 
little is effected; which is a .sure source 
of discouragement to the children, and 
often of disgust at the science. Ti.c 
practice of hastening children from the 
.study of one science, t.i the study ol nii- 
othor, without being properly prepared 
Ifor it, is perhaps, not les.s coiiinion than 
tliatof hurrying them from one part of the 
isamc science to another without the ne- 
' cessary preparation. 

I For ns a knowledge of one part ofa 
science, is often necessary to enable the 
learner to acquire with faculty a knowl- 
edge of another p;irt; so a right ujidcr j 
^standing of one science, is sometimes an 
; indispensable pre-requisite to the easy^ 
acipiirement of a knowledge of another
